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I, Steven Baker, declare on my oath the following: 



1. I am over twenty-one (21) years of age. convicted of a felony, 
and am competent to make this testimony. I reside at W Craig Drive, Heath, Texas 75032. I

E. Randol Mill Road,Arlington, Texas 76011. 

2. From about August of 1991 through July 1997 1 was employed as a salesman at 
Printing Research Corporation of Dallas. Texas. I was told on January 2. 1997 that I was a 
"contractor" rather than an employee, but at that time I continued receiving business cards 
identifying me as a salesman of Printing Research Corporation, worked forty hours a week for 
Printing Research, and had » office at Printing Research. I paid my own taxes during this 
period. The Internal Revenue Service niled that I was. in fiact, an employee in this peri^ 
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January 2, 1997. and I was given credit for the social security taxes I paid, and in due course 1 
received from Printing Research a 401K contribution for 1997. 

3. I graduated from East Texas State University in 1975 with a B.S. in Journalism 
- Printing Management and have had a career in printing and sales in the printing and food 
industries up until I went to work for Printing Research in August 1991. 

4. Sometime in late July 1994 I met with Bill Davis and Jesse Williamson on a 
Sunday in Atlanta, Georgia. I rtmcmbcr some intense biisiness discussions which occurred at 
a Morton's Stcakhouse in Atlanta. The discussions arc vciy memorable to me, in part because 
it was late on Sunday and we were lost in Atlanta and it took a long time to find a good place to 

eat which was open. 

5. I was aware as of the time of this meeting that the cn^loycr of Jesse Williamson 
and Bill Davis. Williamson Printing Corporation, had settled a lawsuit with my employer, 
Printiitg Rescaidi Cdiponttioa, «Kl that part of Ae srt 

of Williamson Printing Corporation to buy a set amount of equipment and/or siqjplies fit)m 
Printing Research. The atmosphere was friendly at the restaurant, and in fact it was my 
understanding that Wfffiamson Printing had already comnrfaed to purchasing dryer equlpmcm 
from Printing Rwearch for a line of Heidclberger printing presses to be instaUed at Williamson 
starting in late 1994 running well into 1995. In foct, as part of the Atlanta trip. 1 showed Jesse 
Williamson a Printing Rfiscaich<onstructed HV interstation drier at a local carton printer 
mann^ctorer in die Atfanta area. I was informed of WtDiamson Printing CorpOTBtiotfs 
proprietary " WIMS" process concerning the printing of metallic inks, and was informed by Jesse 
Williamson and Bill Davis that a patent application was pending concerning the "WIMS" 
process. I cecaU being shown some Rnlex watch advertisements thai were part of some jewelry 
catalogues that were printed by what Jesse Williamson and Bill Davis described as the WIMS 
process, and that 1 was impressed with the brilliance of the gold and silver in the advertisements. 
Jesse Williamson even picked up the bill for dinner, wiiich was unusual, because 1 was the 
salesman trying to sell Wiltiamsoo eqoipment 
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6. - It was clear to me that the discussions took place in confidence and that Jesse 
Williamson and BiU Davis intended thai I not publicize outside those with a need to know what 
was being discussed at the restaurant meeting in Atlanta. 

7. Jesse Williamson and Bill Davis spoke that they had an invention to improve the 
WIMS process to make the metallic inks printed appear even more brilliant They confided in 
me that they wanted to use flcxography at a station they designated ••iq)stream" - perhaps even 
the first station - of one or more effect lithogr^hic presses that they' would receive from 
Heidelbcrger. They mentioned several ways in which this could be done - by a dedicated 
flcxographic station which would replace an existing lithographic station, by a bolt-on njanually 
added device tiiat would be used on a run-by-run basis, or most preferably, a retmctablc or'radc- 
back" mechanism which would have to be modified for "^wtream" use. They mentioned that 
with respect to tiie rack-back option, that they would have to have with the retractable 
iDechanm araiaosc loBer. a c faam bercd doctor, and theiae of state-oMw-art ficswgraptec 
plates. They mentioned they had just seen Ae use of some of these flcxographic plates in 
Germany, and that a number of companies sold high-resolution plates which would woric in their 
newprocess. TTtey ato t me iwfaetero r o u t Pi iutlu g Re seaiUi was hicei e sce d m sopplyiiig these 
types of rack-bade or retractable devices, and I told them that Printing Research had available 
for modification such a rack-back which was not dissimilar to Dahlgren International's device 
currently sold, or other devices which were sold by our competitors. Our rack-back was 
developed, I recaH, by a fefiow Printing Research enq>loyee, John Bird, when Jdm Bird was 
employed previously at another con^wny in the eastern part ofthe United States. Ibelicvethat 
these mflghingjtt were being sti9»{^ed to us by a company called Efi&itz Tool Company. 

8. Jesse \^illiamsoa and Bill Davis indicated to mc that tb^y wanted to run some 
tests at Printing Research using the retractable equipment which might be modified for 
intcrstation use. These tests - conducted for Williamson Printing Corporation - occurred later 
in 1994, 1 recall in October, possibly as late as November. I recall Williamson supplying the

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9. • Afcr the July 1 994 Atlanta meeting - a meeting in which Williamson had not yet 
committed to purchase the rack-back devices from Printing Research, but was interested in 
Printing Research's potential modification of its rack-back to fit the new and improved process 
of Jesse Williamson and Bill Davis, and yspon my return to Dallas, I conveyed to John Bird and 
Steve Gamir of Printing Research the confidences I had learned in Atlanta of the new process. 
In the months that followed, in an effort to get the business. Printing Research did start woridng 
and did develop a coaler for WUiamson Printing that was caUed "the Rcndlwnan coatcr" by 
those ofus at Printing Research, including Bird, Gamer and me. The unit was modified to be 
cantilevered rather than liiwar. The mechanical engineering was done by Rendlcinan, I 
recall was not an "idea man," but just did the mechanical design woric which was requested by 
his s^)eriors. In addition to John Bird and Steve Gamer, I informed Howard DeMoore of the 
trip, although I cannot recaU if I told him of aU the technical details I told John Bird and Steve

- a short-arm end-of-proccss device first installed on the coating tower of a new 7 color 
Heidelberg CD - tiie installation I recall in late Febniary or thereabouts - and a series of long- 
arm d e vi ces boSt fui iuieistation use; the first deployed taaer in 1995. 

10. I recall a meeting that took place at Williamson in January 1995 prior to the 
installation of the first, or short-arm device. The meeting took place, as I recall, in Conference 
Room £ at Williamson Printing Corporation, attended by Jesse Williamson, Bill Davis, John 
Bird and myself. At this meeting, Jesse Wnfiamson told John Bird and mysdf thtt be 
(Williamson) and Davis were going to file a patent application on the new process. Irecallthat 
going back to the offices of Printing Resean:h. Bird was amazed that anyone could obtain patent 
protection on a process apart from the "iron," i.e., a device used in carrying out that fsocess. He 
called it a brilliant move, but did not know v^liether such patenting could take place. 

1 1 . Recently, I spoke with Howard DeMoore at an industry conference in Chicago 
(the GrB^)h Expo '99 Conference). Howard claimed he was amazed that Williamson - he alleged 
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- was claiming the -RcDdleman coatcr" My bcUcf is that Bird and DcMoore are confused as lo 
the difference between claiming a process and a device to carry out that process. 

12. There is no doubt in my mind that based upon (1) my discussions with Jesse 
WUliamson and Bill Davis in Atlanta in July 1994, (2) their prior development of the WIMS 
process as described to me in 1994. (3) the information I conveyed to at least John Bird and 
Steve Gamer of Printing Research upon my rcttim from Atlanta in July 1994. and (4) my 
personal knowledge of the skills and work history of Rendl«nan. Bird and DeMpore, that none 
of Rendlcman, Bird and DeMoore had any part in the invention of the process of the cloned 
•363 patent wiiich was disclosed to mc.in July 1994 in Atlanta. Rendlcman was essentially a 
skilledmechamctobufldwhatotherswanted. DeMoore was apressman by trade. Bird admitted 
to me he did not invent the process, and I knew that anyway.
